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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed 22 August 2005 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: The new 
specification appears to be rife with additions and deletions that constitute new matter. 

Generally speaking, changes to a specification filed after the filing date should be 
limited to corrections of obvious errors (such as typographical errors, mismatches 
between the specification and drawings, or changes in the statuses of co-pending 
patent applications). In the event that Applicant sees a need to add other material that is 
critical to the specification, it is suggested that Applicant consider filing a new 
application that claims priority to the original application as a continuation-in-part. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

2. In addition to the inventor, the amendment has been signed by "M. Lauren," who 
is stated as being the inventor's agent. No Power of Attorney has been filed in this case, 
and there is no "M. Lauren" registered to practice before the USPTO. 

The office ONLY communicates regarding pending applications with duly 
designated agents or attorneys who are registered to practice before the USPTO or, if 
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none exists, the inventors or assignees of the invention directly. Details concerning 
representation may be found in the MPEP, Chapter 400. 

3. It is noted that a clean copy of the specification and claims need not be submitted 
with an amendment. 

4. The current status of all of the claims in the application, including any previously 
canceled or withdrawn claims, must be given. Status is indicated in a parenthetical 
expression following the claim number by one of the following: (original), (currently 
amended), (previously presented), (canceled), (withdrawn), (new), or (not entered). The 
text of all pending claims under examination and withdrawn claims must be submitted 
each time any claim is amended. Canceled and not entered claims must be listed by 
only the claim number and status, without presenting the text of the claims. See MPEP 
714. 

Drawings 

5. The drawings were received on 22 August 2005. These drawings are not 
acceptable. 

6. The drawings are objected to because they contain new matter. No further 
examination of the drawings will be made at this time. 
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7. Either an explanation pointing out how the new drawings are fully supported by 
original disclosure or, alternatively, corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are 
not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 



Conclusion 



8. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in
